The verdict of the coroner’s jury in this case,
is to the following effect, “That Abraham Suy
dam came to his death by a blow or blows in-
flicted on his head by some person or persons
unknown, and that the body was found under
the floor of the house owned and occupied by
Peter Robinson.”

Robinson, the supposed murderer, has been
committed to prison, and his two brothers have
been released under bail. The Courier and
Enquirer of yesterday says: ~

The examination of Robinson’s brothers, Wil-
Jiam and James, elicited no facts bearing di-
rectly on the murder. James (a shoemaker)
admitted that Robinson had offered him £50 to
burn the house. This was aiter the murder,
and Robinson then said as a reason for desiring
the house to be burned, that he hated to live in
jt. Neither Robinson nor his wife have lived
in the huuse since. He having said to his
brother James that he would not sleep in it for
three such houses; and when his wile returned
from New York, (for she was absent at the time
of the murder,) she went to the house of his
brother William.

The excitement which this atrocious murder
had caused in New Brunswick has greatly sub-
sided, a full conviction existing in the minds of
the inhabitants that Robinson is the murderer.
